Parxcess: E:viga of Bourbon, and Infauta of the 
royal house of Spain, whose elopement from Rome 
with an artist made.a stir some time ago, is as closely 
aliied by ties of blood to ee eee 
she is to the imperial family of Austria. 

The Princess, in eloping, only followed the example 
of many royal ladies of Spain, of Italy, of Bavaria, of 
Saxony, of Wirtsmburg, and of Prussia. Moreover, 
the impcrial houses of Austria and of Russia could 
havo been added to the list hid an Austrian Arch- 
duchess and a Muscovite Grand Duchess had their way. 

For the beautiful Grand Duchess Olga, favourite 
daughter of Tea: Nicholas L., soma fifty years ago had 
made arrangements to elope with Lieutenant Pines 
Baria‘inski, when at the last moment the Lieutenant, 
dr-ading the Emperor's resentment, made a clean 
breast of the whole affair to His Majesty, with the
